The Battle Must Be 
Fought: Before the 
Victory, Fight On

“IT am not thinking of other worlds, 
but of this werld,” said one man. But 
with me it is on the contrary, I am 
not thinking so much about this world, 
but of the other world. As I contem- 
plated on sending these lines out be- 
fore the public for cosideration, I 
could conceive no thought that 
would be more gravely touching than 
this one that I have chosen, for three 
solemn reasons, i. e. First, to give my 
friends a few suggestions on this 
thought. Second, to show them the 
contrast there is between a warfare 
and a victory. Third, because I have 
had many years of experience in this 
warfare and feel competent of writ- 
ing a letter in regard to the occasion. 
It is of rare importance that we get 
the contents of this lesson in view and 
solve the problem and see the differ- 
ence between warfare and victory— 
hence I give the definition of these 
two terms. Warfare, military service 
hospitalities, contest struggle, victory, 
defeat of an enemy or antagonist con- 
quest triumph. I find no greater an- 
tonyms in our English language than 
these two, yet many people are ever 
complaining of their struggles, bur- 
dens, temptations, losses, hardships, 
etc. that confront them while they xv 
travelling down life’s decline and will 
not stop to think of the rest, peace, 
joy, happiness, triumph over the devil, 
and sin that awaits them at the end 
of life’s toilsome way. Thank God 
these blessings follow the life of a 

hero for God and this is his victory. 
We have earthly wars that call our 
loved friends away from our door; 
they have to say farewell to mothers, 
fathers, sisters, brothers, little darling 
children, friends and all, sometimes 
many of whom never return. This is 
very sad indeed, they go forth and 
stand in front of sword, shot and shelk 
Some are wounded, some killed and 
some retreat and never enter the bat- 
tle, but the bigger portion are wound- 
ed and slain for the freedom of their 
land and their names are placed upon 
the honor roll and their fame goes 
singing in the pages of history down 
thru the myriad years of time and 
verses of prose and poetry are gather- 
ed from these doleful hours of death 
and gloom, but O dear reader, let us 
know that while’ mothers’ sons and 
wives’ husbands were on these battle- 
fields, some praying, some begging for 
aid, some crying and others blasphem- 
ing, at the same hours, mothers were

The Catholic 
church is only a baby in comparison 
to many religions that perhaps are 
really antichristian. The Hindus have 
out a man claiming to be the Messiah. 
The Mohammedians claim that they 
are to rule the world and so teach it 
to their subjects from their Bible (the 
Koran). They have over two hundred 
million adherants. The Catholics claim 
to be Christian, and if every other 
Christian denomination in the world 
should unite with them it would make 
them a membership of only 556,000,- 
000, against 1,053,693,000 that might 
be said are antiehristian. This one 
billion, fifty-three million, six hundred 
and ninety-three thousand is enough 
to swallow up the Catholics with all 
other protestant denominations com- 
bined, yet some people seem to be 
come alarmed for fear that the Catho 
lics will soon take the world. While 
it may be possible that some Protes- 
tant religions will let down to the ex- 
tent that they will for the sake of 
being broad minded and liberal unite 
or form a league with the Catholics, 
but even at that the small bunch in 
comparison to the millions that are 
really antichristian will not alone 
form the woman on the ten horned 
beast. 
Comes From The Pit 

Some want to claim that the woman 
sitting on the seven mountains spoken 
of in Rev. 17:9, is the city of Rome 
that sits on seven hills. This cannot 
be true from the fact that the Word 
does not say seven hills, but seven 
mountains. The Greek word for moun- 
tain is “oros’” and means a high ele 
vation or peak not just a small hill- 
ock as they say, on which Rome is 
built. The Greek word for small hill 
or hillock is “bounos”. The woman 
is to sit on seven “oros,” not on seven 
“bounos.” It is said that Rome sat up- 
on ten hills, not mountains in the 
days of the utterance of this revela- 
tion. I am persuaded that the angel 
knew the difference between a moun- 
tain and a hill. He explained further 
to John about the mountains, he 
said, There are seven kings; five are 
fallen, and one is. Is it possible that 
five of those mountains have slipped 
from under the great city of Rome 
and “one is,” other words, one is yet 
remaining for the city’s support? This 
appears just about as foolish as the 
argument that Ronie is to be the city 
of the antichrist and that the Pope 
or Mussolini is that notable person. I 
have read something of this wonderful 
statesman, Mussolini, that at first he 
was only an ordinary boy being the 
son of a village blacksmith, but has 
leaped into notoriety. This does not 
indicate that he is to be the anti- 
christ. There are to come many nota- 
ble leaders and antichrists on the 


scene before the real antichrist shall; 


be revealed. O but Mussolini has taken 
the number 666. Yes, I have heard the 
advents preach for many years that 
the Pope has this number on his 
crown. I have known of many differ- 
ent names being figured out to be 
666, and every one gives his reason 
for figuring on, “here is wisdom.” 
Somebody must be short of wisdom 
since so many different names come 
from the same numerals, 666. 


I want to tell you why that the anti- 
christ could not be the village black- 
smith’s son. I will refer to Revelation 
17:8 for the answer.

The Bible School Is Pre- 
paring Itself For A 
Successful Term

That the Bible School will soon open 
again, and knowing the importance of 
a thorough Biblical training for the 
ministry, I feel forced to appeal te 
those having a call from the Lord to 
work in His vineyard, to not neglect 
the opportunities afforded by attend- 
ing the Bible School this Fall, until 
God has prepared you for the work 
He has called you to do. 

There is a great demand for trained 
laborers at any trade these days, and 
much more so does God want His 
workers to be able to skillfully use 
His Word. Many times we are but to 
shame and confusion by not knowing 
the Scriptures, when we are put up 
against those that do know them. And 
in the event Scriptures are misinter- 
preted or misquoted by God’s minis- 
ters, His people are misled, and apt 
to deception from a lack of proper 
meanings of the Word of God. 

The world is in its scientific de- 
velopment, and there are constant in- 
ventions and new discoveries being 
made day after day, and let it be said, 
that while the world is in this stage 
of development, that God’s Word and 
work is likewise being more fully re- 
vealed and developed. There is untold 
wealth in the Word of God, and sueh 
wealth will only be discévered and put 
into operation for the advancement of 
God’s cause, as He is able to train His 
ministers to the point of conception: 
of spiritual things. This is true from 
observation ef the more successful 
ministers, an@ is true from a Biblical 
standpoint. 


There is teday a great lack of men, 
for pastors, who have ability to build 
up the Church of God. Most any kind 
of a preacher can stir up a great in- 
terest, and have oftentimes a success- 
ful revival, even though he may have 
little training in the Word of God, if 
he is a spiritual minister, and espe- 
cially is this true if the field of labor 
is new. But when the preaching of 
Acts 2:4 and such ministry as is con- 
nected with this text is passed, and 
the interest has died down, then there 
is coming a time of falling away, and 
unless the ministry of the Church at 
such times can be turned into a place 
of wisdom and an educational minigs- 
try is begun that will continue to 
edify and build up the saints, there is 
grave danger of a ruined church. 

When the Spirit of God has sway, 
and people are measuring up to the 
Word of God, and are walking in the 
light, there is little danger of a fall- 
ing away. But the Spirit of God does 
not always have its way, and people 
do not always walk in the light and 
at such times the minister that is un- 
skilled is at the end of his wits. And 
all too often he will lose his patience 
and begin to fault his people and say 
hard things that will drive them away 
from God, in other words, instead of 
being able to “feed my sheep,” he will 
begin to “beat my sheep,” then the 
church is in trouble and the officers 
are called on for help, and things look 
dark for the future of the Church. 
And often the minister is asked to 
resign, and this he may be forced to 
do with shame and disgrace, and not 
a few times has sueh been the ruining 
of ministers. 

There are some who say a trained 
ministry is a formal ministry, this 
however is not the case, neither from 
observation nor from a Biblical point 
of view. Those who are most often 
and most used of God, are those who 
have had the most training for the 
work of God, and most assuredly those’ 
whom God used in Bible times were ~- 
well trained and educated, both in the - 
wisdom of the world and in the 
wisdom ef God as well. Yet God used. 
the humble herdman, or the shepherd 
boy, God. is net constrained to use 
anything beeause of its own qualities, 
but more so because of its yieldedness 
to Him. It has been said “the world 
by wisdom knew not God,” and “not 
many wise men are called,” and this 
is a hiding place for those that want 
to justify an unlearned ministry. But 
let me here say, that if you will notiee

MORESTUDY

the text’ in 1 Cor. 1:26, you will find 
that these were ‘“wise-mighty-noble, 
after the flesh.” Indeed God has not 
ealled on the world, or the fleshly 
wisdom of the world, nor the mighty 
of the world, nor yet the noble of the 
world to save the world. God has 
rather set aside such conditions and 
confounded them by the heavenly wis- 
dom and ministry of Christ. But this 
does not justify us to not “study to 
shew thyself approved unto God.” 
2 Tim. 2:15, but rather to the’ con- 
trary. It will be found by reading 2 
Kings 22:14 that there was in Jeru- 
salem a college, and then there was 
the teacher and the scholar, 1 Chron. 
25:8, and the master and the scholar. 
Mal. 2:12. 

But some say of Peter and John 
“that they were unlearned and ignor- 
ant men.” Well if you think they were, 
read Peter’s address on the day of 
Pentecost, and then read the gospel of 
John with its love and wisdom, and 
see if you can beat them, if you feel 
you can teach without learning. It 
must be understood that the idea that 
Peter and John were “ignorant and un- 
learned” men, only meant that they 
were not of the doctors of the law, nor 
yet of the Scribes, and did not mean 
to say that they were not generally 
learned men as pertaining to general 
themes. The idea that they had not 
studied about the things of God, is 
here contained, i. e. after the order of 
he Rabinical sophisteries, or the 
views as held by the Scribes and Phar- 
isees. But let it be remembered that 
they had put in a good three or per- 
haps three and one-half years at the 
feet of the greatest teacher and mas- 
ter that had ever lived, and had there- 
fore been thoroughly taught of Jesus. 

We must not cheat ourselves out of 
the good of our Bible School and its 
opportunities, by resorting to such 
Scriptures and wresting them to our 
own destruction. Let the young men 
and women avail themselves of the 
blessings of the Bible School and go 
out as trained men and women to meet 
the tactics of Satan. If the young pas- 
tors could do it, they would do well 
to spend a few winters in the Bible 
School, they would be able to make 
up the time Iost, by rendering greater 
efficiency om the field. 

The world is learned in its wisdom, 
and for a minister to go out to preach, 
being unlearned im the things of God, 
he has little chance to win the world 
for God, unless he can take it by 
foree of the Spirit of God. And in the 
event. he should do this them when 
the care of the churcly comes, fre cer- 
tainly will fail there. It wilT not be 
out of order to say that we have many 
hungry, starving churches today, that 
need the help of an efficient and train- 
ed mind to lead and teach them the 
wisdom of God. 

Wisdom of God! does: not. “puff up” 
it will puff you down before God in 
prayer and waiting on God, wien you 
have the wisdom of God, and you will 
not sit around and’ idly talk all day, 
and go into the service as dry as the 
Sahara. Desert, and wonder after ser- 
vice what was the matter with the ser- 
vice. If the preachers would spend as 
veh time in the studv of the Word of 
God and good religious and historical 
books, as they do complaining about 
their salaries, and riding in an auto- 
mobile with a mortgage on it, the 
Chureh of God would rise and shine 
for God.

Will it be you my brother? Some have 
to do it, and these who are qualified 
will do it. Cam you, my brother, fail 
to grasp the opportunity before you 
for God, by negiecting the Bible 


much used of God, and will be indeed 
that more effective means of minis- 
try when the speaker’s mind or the 
church’s vision is darkened because 
of opposing powers. 


A systematic method of preaching 
may at such times be used to recon- 
struct, or to educate the faith of the 
church and result in the lifting of the 
powers of darkness. Therefore we need 
to be prepared for either case, and 
such is my reason for contending for 
the Bible School. But let me say to 
those who cannot attend, if God has 
given you a call, be faithful at the 
work God has given you. Do not 
shrink, but trust Him, and even if you 
feel unprepared to work for Him, go 
trusting meekly in faith and prayer, 
give God what He has claimed, i. e. 
the right to use His vessel. 

Now do not misunderstand me, and 
think that I am contending for this 
kind of peacocky, refined, slick and 
slimy preaching, that is done in the 
formal churches. Far be this from me, 
but let it be remembered that one can 
best speak the wisdom of God from a 
trained mind, whose jfeaching will 
be not only “in power and demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit,” but will be edify- 
ing also. 

Wisdom is the channel that the 
Spirit of God flows through to. reach 
its object, and many times because 
we lack wisdom in reaching the peo- 
ple we drive them from us. The ap- 
pearance is better when we drink nice 
clear water from a glass, instead of 
from a gourd, however some prefer 
the latter, but you can more clearly 
see what you are drinking, if you 
drink from a glass, just so it requires 
training in wisdom to make clear the 
Gospel of Christ. 

The trained mind of the world looks 
for a corresponding element in the 
minister that will appeal unto them, 
and here must be an answer of wisdom 
in the minister if he is to successfully 
reach such men for God. Much wisdom 
is needed in giving out the Word of 
God. All too often there has been too 
many hard things said im the first ser- 
vice, that has driven the people away,.

Another strange specimen 
I have learned is these people are al- 
ways complaining about temptations. 
This is very true, but let us look furth- 
er into the matter in question before 
stopping. The Christian experience 
with many is like riding a bicycle— 
when he stops he must get down. An- 
other feature is the manner in which 
they ride these machines—coasting in 
easiness and working hard in going 
up the incline. Lots of folks love to 
coast down the line, but they do not 
like the idea of working hard to get 
over the hill that is just ahead, but 
ah man, just as surely as you are 
coasting down thru time and life now, 
it is just as sure you will get to a 
hill by and by that you will have to 
| exert every mite of strength you have 
to get over the top. Peddling hard is 
the warfare, coasting is the victory, 
therefore, dear saints, who are in hard 
places, cheer up because coasting time 
will come by and by, but coasting all 
the time, neither peddling hard all 
the time would do, therefore work- 
ing too much isn’t good for any one 
neither doing nothing is good for any 
one.
